HOFF said Sillijn|n, Moffet and Kowalski (SMK) 
completed their survey and wrote a report dated September 24, 
1962 o He said that beginning on page 15 of the report there 
are seven ^7) conclusions and six (6) recommendations . The 
report also includes two maps, figures 7 and 8„ HOFF said 
the report could be summarized very briefly as to conclusion 
and recommendation in that any appreciable increase in the 
density of usage of land within 2000 feet of the Goddard 
Space Flight Center (Center) will increase electrical noise 
levels on the Center. Automobile traffic will increase 
electrical noise levels on the Center. It was recommended 
that a radio- frequency- interference (rfi) fence be erected 
around the Center boundary lines and that steps be taken to 
deny noisjf? vehicles from entering the Center. Also all 
Center automobiles of employees be equipped with ignition 
devices. Also that further construction within the Center 
be placed as far away from noise sources as possible. 

HOFF said it was his opinion then and now that it 
is both not practical and unreasonable for an rfi fence to 
be constructed around the boundary of the Center; that it is 
both not practical and unreasonable to attempt to place 
ignition devices on automobiles of employees and others;

HERMAN could not recall what meetings were held with

so long as such development did not interfere with the operations 
of NASA* 
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HERMAN said he attended a meeting with HAROlD HOFF, 
HERBERT J. FIVEHOUSE and Dr. M. J, VACCARO on the subject of 
rezoning and the problem of whether to follow the severe restrictions 
recommended by a private engineering firm.
